$700,000 Aim 
Local School Bonds 


In order to provide funds for 
the purchase of three new school 
sites and to provide classrooms 
for future needs, a $700,000 Up- 
land elementary school bond is- 
sue election is set for April 27. 

New sites needed in the long- 
range educational program here 
were listed by Harold W. Cook, 
superintendent as follows: 

1. On the north side of W. 15th 
3t. about midway between Euclid 
and San Antonio Aves. An option 
4as already been obtained on 
‘his parcel and payment of $35,- 
30 must be paid prior to Feb. 1, 
1957. 

2. A site in the southwest sec- 
tion of Upland to serve children 
west of Euclid Ave. and north 
af the San Bernardino freew1y. 

3. A site for an additional jun- 
‘or high school. 


EARLY ACTION NEEDED 


“In the interests of sound fi- 
nancial management, a_ school 
listrict anticipating increasing 
enrollment must acquire school 
sites well In advance of actual 
need,’”?’ Mr. Cook told the board 
members at an adjourned meet- 
ing Monday night. 

Completion of school facilities 
are also planned with part of the 
hond proceeds. This includes ad- 
dition of three classrooms anc 
snack bar at the junior high 
school, and more facilities at Si- 
erra Vista and Baldy View 
schools. Construction of new 
school buildings on the_ sites 
would also be started as needed. 

Approval of the $700,000 bond 
issue would be part of a long- 
range financial program but only 
a portion of the money would be 
available this year. A school dis- 
trict may be bonded only up tc 
4 percent of its assessed valua- 
tion. 

As the local district’s valuation 
total increased, additional bonds 
would be sold to provide funds 
for the necessary construction.

All Water Saved 
For Citrusirrigation 


Almost all of the water in last 
week's 36 hour rain storm is 
today heading for the local un- 
derground basins and will be 
available for the next season’s 
pumping requirements, Don Ad- 
ams, manager of the San Antonio 
Water Co. reported yesterday. He 
is also chairman of the local 
zone of the San Bernardino county 
flood control district. 

As the result of the steady 
development in recent years of 
flood control works in San An- 
tonio and Cucamonga canyons. 
virtually every inch of the heavy 
and continuous downpour was 
diverted into the proper chan- 
nels for settling into the under- 
ground, he said. 

“In fact, about 10,000 acre feet 
of water were sent into the Cu- 
camenga underground basin,” 
Mr. Adams observed. ‘‘This is 
about half of the pumping re- 
quirements in one season from 
that basin.”’ 


BASINS ARE LOCATED 


Engineers with exacting accur- 
acy have chartered the under- 
ground formation and know lo- 
eations of the various basins, 
general capacity of each and of 
the requirements to supply the 
many pumps for irrigating wa- 
ter. 

The Cucamonga basin, in gen- 
eral underlies the area east of 
Upland north of the freeway. The 
so-called Chino basin underlies 
Upland, Ontario and a vast area} 
extending east to Fontana. 

“In a rain like this 10 years} 
ago 35 percent of the. run-off 
water would have been lost to} 
the areas south of here,’ Mr. 
Adams added, pointing out that

Flood of 1938 As 
11 Inches Recorded 


Residents here in 1938 will 
remember the flood that wiped 
out many facilities in San An- 
tonio canyon. 

The rain storm of last week 
was the most concentrated 
downpour since then, accord- 
ing to observers. In about 36 
hours, as much as 11 inches of 
rain was recorded in the citrus 
area. 

The foothills received the 
heaviest downpour with 7% 
inches being the lowest totals 
reported in the area. 

Snow just barely covers the 
ground around the central part 
of Mt. Baldy but at the 10,000 
foot level as much as 2% feet 
of snow is recorded.

The New Santa Fe Crossing 
... and Protests Against Project 


Connecting of North and South Second Ave. by placing 
a grade crossing at the Santa Fe right-of-way is an improve- 
ment. that will be of outstanding value to the community on 
a long-time basis. 

When procedure is followed, a public hearing will be 
conducted by the Public Utilities commission to determine if, 
a@ new railroad crossing will be permitted. Howard Christen- 
sen, senior traffic engineer, for the commission, has verbally 
given his endorsement of the new crossing — on condition | 
the Sultana Ave. crossing is closed. 

Santa Fe officials have received protests against closing 
of the Sultana crossing. In the spirit of bettering the communi- 
ty and of providing a safer crossing, we hope the leaders in 
the protest will not use their influence in trying to “kill” this 
long-sought project. Mr. Christensen has publicly stated his 
belief the commission would not permit a new crossing with- 
out closing the Sultana Ave. crossing. In other words, it may 


be one or the other. 


By their expressions, Santa Fe officials and Mr. Christen- 
sen have given the community high hopes in achieving the 
new crossing. Indications are it is only a matter of getting 
the engineering plans approved and then the public hearing. 

If no protests are voiced at the hearing, it is very likely 
the new crossing will be achieved in due time.

This coming election to name 
two city councilmen puts me in| 
a quandary. If Upland voters are | 
faced with the same mixed emo- 
tions I am, they are going to 
hate to make a choice. 

It so happens that all four of 
the candidates are friends of 
mine and each has gone out of 
his way, on numerous occasions, 
to show his friendship. 

Mayor E. Tweed Stone 
known nearly as long as I’ve 
been in California. At my first 
council meeting, as a reporter, 
he went out of his way to explain 
the rather instricate system of 
tunnels at San Antonio dam. This 
source of city water supply was 
being protected prior to construc- 
tion of the dam. 

When the matter came up in 
the council meeting it left me a 
perfect blank. He must have no- 
ticed my dazed expression be- 
cause he took time after the 
meeting to brief me on the un- 
derground water source. 

This served me in good stead 
when I later was assigned to 
write a feature story about the 
tunnel system. In fact, I was 
able to do the story complete 
with cut-a-way sketches. 

I was invited to inspect this 
underground system first hand 
but begged off because I had 
left my raincoat and boots at 
home. Pinky Alder thinks I was 
afraid much could be written 
on this score. . 

Over the years, I’ve had- early 
morning coffee with Tweed hun- 
dreds of times. The taxpayers 
will never know, and I doubt if 
he does, haw much he has spent 
out of his pocket on investiga- 
tions of matters that might mean 
better city government for Up- 
land. 

I have joined the herd in mak- 
ing caustic remarks about the 
city dump situation. On the other 
hand, I know that Tweed has 
made at least six trips investi- 
gating cut-and-fill disposal opera- 
tions in Southerw California cities 

and at his own expense. 

Tweed has been painstaking in 
his work in behalf of the city 
and no one can doubt his sincer- 


ity. 

Ywint Mason has been around 
almost as long as Mt. Baldy. 
He has established an enviable 
record for integrity in public of- 
fice. His popularity with fellow 
workers and fellow taxpayers is 
well deserved. 

He could rest on his laurels 
because he has accomplished 
much during his time in public 
life. Will isn’t the type of fellow 
who rests on laurels. 

He gave me several breaks on 
stories while he was county super- 
visor and worked in close cooper- 
ation during the last Red Cross 
fund drive which he headed. Will 
has a wide grasp on local prob- 
lems. He recognizes progress and 
will work with future expansion 
that is of an orderly nature. 

The many years Will has been 
in public affice equips him with 
knowledge of tax structure, com- 
munity needs, and zoning requi- 
sites far beyond the scope of 
most men who file for a city 
council post. 

Charley Dunlap and I have per- 
haps entered into some of the 
windiest discussions on record. 
When he gets an idea for civic 
improvement he puts it into im- 
mediate action.

I’m still carrying a pen and 
pencil set that I wheedled out of 
Upland’s chamber of commerce 
president when Charley filled the 
office.
